Turn over and read the Yiſtoztes of all Nations, 
look over the Chꝛonicles of our own Countrey, call to 
minde ſo many Rebellions of old time, and ſome yet 
freſh in memozy, ye ſhall not finde that God ever pꝛo⸗ 
ſperedany Rebellion againſt their naturall and law⸗ 
full Pꝛince, but contrartwiſe that the Rebells were 
overthꝛown and flain,andſuch as were taken pꝛiloners 
d2eadfully executed. Conſider the great and noble ta- 
milies of Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles, and other 
Loꝛds, whoſe names pee ttall read in our Chzonicles, 
now clean extinguiched and gone, and ſeek out the 
cauſes of the decay, pou Hall finde, that not lack of 
illues and heirs male hath ſo much wꝛought that de- 
cay, and waſte of noble bloods and houſes, as hath 
Rebellion. | 
And foz ſo much as the redzeſle of the Common⸗ 
wealth hath of old been the uſuall fained pꝛetence cf 
Kebells, and Religion now of late beginneth to te 
u colour of Rebellion: let all godly and diſcreet 
Subjects conſider well of both, and firft con- 
cerning Religion, Jf peaceable King Salomon 
was zudged of God to be moze meet to build his 
Temple (whereby the ordering of Religion is 
meant) then his Father Ming David, though other⸗ 
weile a moff godly Ring, fo2 that David was a 
great Warriour, and had ſhed much blood though it 
were in his Wars againſt the enemies of God: of this 
may all godly and reaſonable Subjects conlider, that 
a peaceable P2ince, dere our moſt peaceable and

mercifull King, who hath hitherto ched no blood 
at all, no not of His moſt deadly enemies, is moze | 
like and farre meeter either to ſet up. oꝛ to maintatn | 
true Religion; then are bloody Rebells, who have not 
thed the biood of Gods enemies, as Bing David had | 
done, but do ſeek to hed the blood of Gods friends, of | 
their own Colintrey-men, and ot their own mol deare 


friends and kinsloik, rea the deſtruction of their wicft 
gracious Pꝛince and naturall Countrey, foꝛ defence of 
whom they ought to be ready to wed their bloed, if 
need ſhould ſo require. Bhat a Religion it is that ſuch 
men by ſuch means wouldreſtoze,may eaſily be judged: 
even as good a Religion ſurcly, as Rebells be good 
men and obedient Subjects, and as Rebellion is a 
good mean ot redꝛeſle and reloꝛmation, being it ſelf the 
greateſt deloꝛmation of all that may pollible be. But 
as the truth ol the Goſpell of our Saviour Chꝛiſt, be⸗ 
ing quietly and ſoberlp taught, though it do coll them 
their lives that do teach it, is able to maintain the true 
Religion: lo hath a frantick religion needof ſuch furl | 
ous maintenances as is Rebellion, and of ſuch pa- 
trons as are Rebells, being ready not to dye foz tre 
true Religion, but to kill all that fall oz dare ſpeak 
againit their falle ſuperſtition and wicked idolatry, 
Now cencerning pꝛetences of any redꝛelle of the Com- 
mon wealth, made by Rebells, every man that hath 
ut halt an exe, may fee how vain they be, Kebellion 
being. as J have beſoze declared. the greateſt ruine and 
deſtruction of all Common wealths that map be poſ⸗ | 
(vie. And wyolo looketh on the one part upon the

And are not theſe meet men, 
trow you, to reſtoꝛe the Common-wealth decayed, who 
have lo (poyled and conſumed all their own wealth 
and thzift? and very like to amend other mens man- 
nerg, who have ſo vile vices, and abominable conditi⸗ 
ons themſelves? Surely that which they kallelp call 
refozmation, is indeed not onely a defacing oz a defoz- 
mation, but allo and utter deſtructionofall Commen⸗ 
wealths, as would well appear, might the Rebelils 
have their wills, and doth right well and too well ap⸗ 
pear by their doing in lach places of the Countrep 
where Rebells do rout, where though they tarry but a 
very littie while, they mane ſuch reloꝛmation that they 
deftroy all places, and undo all men where they come, 
that the chride yet unbozn may rue it, and ſhall many 
peers hereafter curſe them.
